Enck-es co met, which has just 
been disco vered o n its return by the 
Italian astro no mer Cerulli, who has 
a private o bservato ry in the so uth­ 
ern po rtio n o f the ¡kiniido m, is o ne 
o f the best kno wn o f the Jupiter 
ffro up o f co mets. 
This gro up, so 
tar as kno wn, co nsi,sts o f nineteen 
o bjects, all o f which are members o f 
o ur .so lar system and are revo lvin<r 
abo ut o ur sun in o rbits fro m tlireo 
and o ne-lialf years to abo ut do uble 
that time. 
The gro up i.s so -called 
because tlicro is every reaso n to be­ 
lieve these wanderers were intcr- 
cepted in their path thro ugli space 
by tlie giant planet Jupiter, and per­ 
turbed into o rbits abo ut the sun 
the distant end o f which lies in' th 7 
neighbo rho o d o f the crbit o f thi.s 
planet. 
Lncke’s co met is the mo st no ted o f 
this irro up, havin^T been kno wn to 
astro no mers fo r upwards o f a cen­ 
tury and having been sufncieiitlv 
well o bserved 
to 
co nfo rm very 
clo sely to its co mputed path. 
It 
v/as first seen by Idechain, o f Paris, 
o n January 17, 178G, and was ao -ain 
disco vered by Miss Caro line Ìier- 
schel in No vember, 1795, and after 
a few days by o ther astro no mers. 
It was again o bserved in 1805, but 
no ne o f the astro no mers at the time 
knew o f the identity o f the o bjects 
which they saw. 
In the winter o f 
1818-19 it was visible fo r so me seven 
weeks, and Encke busied himself 
with the co mputatio n o f its o rbit. 
In a remarkably sho rt time he had 
his co mputatio n finished and was 
able to sho w that it was mo ving in 
an o rbit o f tliree and o ne-third 
3 cat s perio d, that the co mets abo ve 
enumerated were identilietl witli it 
and that it had appro ached the sun 
eighteen times in the intervals, un­ 
o bserved. 
Encke next co mputed the time o f 
its return, anno uncing this date as 
May 24, 1822, havifig been d<‘‘lavcd 
o n the wa\’ so me niiuHlav’s by the at­ 
tractio n o f Jupiter, and, acco rding 
to this time table, tlu‘ o bject was 
again o bserved o n its retur.n 
This 
co mputatio n o f Em’lo c's was a mo st 
remarkable o ne, invo lving ak it did 
so me o f the mo st intricate and la­ 
bo rio us pro blems kno wn to the as­ 
tro no mers o f the time. 
Encke himself very 
early sus­ 
pected that there wjis s<ime ero j (» 
o f ciisturbance in th.> nio tio n o f the 
co met, fo r despite his ealeulatio ns 
it co mpleted its o rbit in so me two 
and o ne-half ho urs less than the 
co m])uted time. 
This diseri’pancv, 
small as it seems, is easily discerned 
b\’ astro no mers, and a co ntinuatio n 
o f the sho rtening o f the o rbit o f the 
co met is no w no tie(‘iil)le. 
Tiie ex­ 
planatio n o f it is quit(‘ a })ro blcm to 
astro niDmers, but it is tho ught to bo 
a pro o f o f the existence o f a resist­ 
ing medium pervading s|)ace, tiie 
frictio n o f which retards light bo dies 
which mo ve thro ugh it. 
The ques­ 
tio ns which depends upo n this as­ 
sumptio n are so me o f them quite in­ 
teresting, fo r it is evident that if 
this 
diminutio n slio ukl co ntinue 
sufTicicntly lo ng, and the co urse o f 
the co met be no t to o much disturbed 
by the attractio n o f the planets, the 
co met will eventually fall into the 
sun. 
The co met has been o f quite a lit­ 
tle service to astro no mers in the 
co nsideratio n o f the mass o f attrac­ 
tive fo rce o f the planet Mercury. 
This planet, having no 
satellite 
kno wn to us, has no t l)C(*n accurate­ 
ly weighed, o r at least no t as co m­ 
pared with the o tlio r planets o f o ur 
system. 
In 1838, 
lio wciver, this 
co met appro acti(‘d sufiiciently near 
to the planet to b(‘ alTectcd by' its 
attractio n, and fro m the facts here 
o bserved astro no mers have 
been 
able to define their kno wi(HÌge o f tlu' 
mass o f Mercury. 
Encke’s co met is a mo d(‘st little 
o bject, always o f the greatest in­ 
terest to astro no mers po ssessing 
mo derate instrumental means, pre­ 
senting as it do cs many rather re­ 
markable features as to its tail and 
the distributio n o f its light. 
It is 
mo ving thro ugh space co m[)Io ting 
its o rbit time after time, almo st 
with the regularity o f a train o n a 
well-co nducted railway, and o n its 
successive returns it may be fo und 
alw’ays within the field o f a telesco pe 
directed to its co mputed place, a 
co ntinual tribute to the accuracy 
and industiy o f o ur astro no mers.—

There has just come to light in 
Binghamton,N. Y ., the most unique 
collection of stamps which anyone 
ever heard of. 
Not so much does 
the oddness lie in the stamps them­ 
selves, as in the method of arrange­ 
ment. 
There are 862,000 of them, 
and 
they completely cover every 
portion of a bedroom set, consist­ 
ing of bedstead, dresser, commode 
and chairs. 
The 
stamps 
are se­ 
cured to the set with the aid of 
glue, and then covered with heavy 
spar varnish. 
The stamps can be 
washed, in their present condition, 
without injury. 
This curio of collections is owned 
Jby Mrs. George Wilson,of 191 Ves­ 
tal avenue, Binghamton, N. Y. The 
beginning cf this strange collection 
dates back many years. 
The first 
chair of the set that was decorated 
was owned by a colored family in 
Virginia, in the middle of the last 
century. Gradually, the chair passed 
from hand to hand, and from cabin 
to 
cabin 
until 
at 
last 
it 
came 
into 
the 
possession 
of 
Mrs. 
George 
Yancey, 
a 
colored 
wo­ 
man, 
who now 
lives 
at 
Ovid, 
N. 
Y., 
enjoying 
that 
which 
rarely comes to man or woman, the 
beginning of her second century of 
life. 
This 
chair 
is 
noticeable 
by 
its general quaint appearance and 
Its particularly straight back. 
It 
came from the banks of the James 
river when Mrs. Yancey had been 
given her freedom and journeyed 
north 
to 
New 
York 
state. 
She 
made a present of the chair to Mrs. 
Wilson, and it was with the idea of 
beautifying 
and 
preserving 
the 
furniture that Mrs. Wilson began 
decorating with postage stamps. 
Since this anc^‘ -nt relic of colonial 
days has been adorned in the unique 
manner shown in the picture seven 
other articles of furniture have re­ 
ceived similar treatment, until now 
the whole forms one of the most 
peculiar results of the curio col­ 
lector's art that is extant. 
The collecting of postage stamps 
is something in which many persons 
are engaged and thousands more 
interested. 
It is really the only fad 
in which young and old find equal 
enjoyment. 
The little miss not yet 
in the 
grammar school 
and 
her 
mother at home both pursue with 
equal eagerness the accumulation of 
those little bits of gummed paper 
which carry 
articles 
through the 
mail the world over. 
Strange and 
unique are the forms the collections 
take in order that 
they 
may 
be 
properly preserved. 
But Mrs. Wil­ 
son's is the queerest of them all. 
Included in the tiny specimens of 
stamps which conceal every vestige 
of woodwork about 
the furniture 
which they adorn are stamps from 
everywhere 
that the international 
postal system reigns, 
and several 
places where no exchange of mail 
matter has been agreed upon. 
All 
these are arranged in a manner as 
quaint as the idea itself. 
It must 
not be supposed that Mrs. Wilson's 
patriotism is of so light an order 
that she would permit any other 
than the stamps of the United States 
to be in the majority. 
There are 
the faces of every president who has 
been allowed to be made a sample 
of the steel engraver's 
art, from 
Washington down. 
There are odd old stamps which 
most people have forgotten ever ex­ 
isted, stamps only known to the 
stamp 
ccllector, 
as 
a rule, 
and 
which would be immensely valuable 
bv themselves. 
All these curios 
are 
of our own make that have 
borne missives on many a strange 
errand. 
Every one has been can­ 
celed, and, therefore, each of them 
has had its use before it reached 
its present condition. 
If only these 
stamps of the United States alone 
could talk, they would tell a com 
posite story stranger than any talc 
ever written by novelists. It almost 
seems, as you see them so firmly 
stuck upon the historical furniture, 
that they are mute relics of expe­ 
riences which history would be so 
much more complete if it contained, 
and 
is 
so woefully lacking with­ 
out. 
There are stamps that journeyed 
about in the crazy postal convey­ 
ances which carried the mail that 
was not 
Uncle Sam’s during the 
days when civil war waged relent­ 
lessly. 
Then there are stamps of

the days when the missives from 
Southern battlefields 
to Northern 
homes brought both joy and sor­ 
row, the latter quite as often as the 
former. There are one or two stamps 
that were used when California was 
the Golden Gate to so many for­ 
tune seekers. 
The nation's history 
is plastered all over this furniture, 
and the story that might be told 
about It, if the truth were known, 
would no doubt make it vie in in­ 
terest with the treasures of Mt. Ver­ 
non, the sacred relics at Springfield 
or those 
remembsances to which 
the world bows at Galena. 
There is no particular method of 
arrangement of this nearly a million 
of stamps. 
Noble and peasant are 
side by side, and the commonest 
bit of postage evidence is just as 
likely to have a position of honor 
as the big piece of gummed paper 
with two figures on it. 
Evidently 
Mrs. Wilson believes with the poet, 
that rank is but the guinea stamp. 
Of 
the 
foreign 
specimens 
of 
postal necessities, there are very 
many, and 
as 
odd 
as they 
are 
numerous. 
The 
queer-looking^ 
dark-colored 
affair 
that 
comes 
from the land of the Cossack and 
of Tolstoi, seems strangely out of 
place, lodged for life on a bit of 
wood in a town 
where the very 
essence of freedom is in the air 
itself. 
Properly 
enough, 
there 
nestles close to the reminder of the 
Little Father's country, the stately 
and benignant face of her gracious 
majesty, on whose empire the sun 
never sets. 
Alongside of these two 
is 
the 
jolly 
postal 
emblem 
of 
Roumania, while the kaiser's youth­ 
ful face looks out at you from his 
neighbor that once brought a letter 
from the land that is now wrencheri 
with the tales of Slambouloff's aij 
sassination. 
The 
King 
Humbert looks out 
from near by, while— and one may 
almost fancy it sneers— ^a type of

PENITENTIARY COSTS. 


Warden Pace Makes His Biennial Re­ 
port to the Legislature. 


J e f f e r s o n C i t y , Mo. , Jan. 13 — 
Colonel James L. Pace, warden of 
the periitentiary, has transmitted to 
the board of prison inspectors his 
second biennial report of the man­ 
agement and condition of the insti­ 
tution during the past two years. 
During that period he has made 
some 
badly needed and valuable 
improvements. 
In 
1895 
he co n ­ 
structed a four-story laundry build­ 
ing, 
the lower floor of which is 
used for a laundry and store rooms 
for the state and the three upper 
floors are used for factory rooms by 
contractors. 
In 1896 a new cell building was 
erected. 
This 
building 
is three 
stories in 
height. 
On the 
lower 
floor has been put in eighty-eight 
new 
steel 
cells. 
It 
is 
modern 
throughout, and is one of the most 
commodious ever 
erected 
at the 
prison. 
The average net cost of maintain­ 
ing convicts for the years 1895 and 


1896 was 
25 9 100 cents per day 
each. 
In this is included all net 
costs of 
provisions, 
water, 
fuel, 
light, clothing, pay of officers and 
guards, hospital and other expenses, 
except cost 
of new buildings and 
repairs. 
This 
is 
an 
average 
of 
nearly 5 cents less per man than it 
ever was before. 
The financial table of the war­ 
den's report shows the following for 
the years 1895-96, the daily aver­ 
age of convicts being 2, 184:
